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Believe Not Every Spirtt. 
But Rather the Holy Spirit 


Text: 1 John 4:1, “Beloved, believe 
not every spirit, but try the spirits 
whether they are of God: because 
many false prophets are gone out in- 
to the world.” 


Jeremiah 14:14, “Then the Lord 
said unto me, The prophets prophesy 
lies in my name: I sent them not, 
neither have I commanded them, 
neither spake unto them: they 
prophesy unto you a false vision and 
divination, and a thing of nought, 
and the deceit of their heart.” 

Jeremiah 23:21, 22, 25, “I have not 
sent these prophets, yet they ran: I 
have not spoken to them, yet they 
prophesied. But if they had stood in 
my counsel, and had caused my peo- 
ple to hear my words, then they 
should have turned them from their 
evil way, and from the evil of their 
doings. I have heard what the proph- 
ets said, that prophesy lies in my 
name, saying, I have dreamed, I have 
dreamed.” 

According to the Scripture, we are 
living in the last days of the dispen- 
sation of grace, with the Holy Ghost 
as our Teacher and Guide. But we 
must be careful lest we be overcome 
with the cunning deceit of our ad- 
versary, the devil, who goeth about 
as a roaring lion, seeking whom he 
may devour. . 

If there had not been more than 
one spirit, if there had not been evil 
and deceiving spirits, we would not 
have been told to “Believe not every 
spirit,” and we must know that these 
scriptures are to the children of God, 
because the sinner already belongs 
to the devil; although, if a sinner is 
repentant, he must seek God rather 
than a church to join, because the 
devil has a lot of deceiving religions 
waiting for him. But we who are al- 
ready Christians, and especially we 
who have the Holy Ghost, should 
know enough to try the spirits. Did 
not the devil quote scripture to our 
own Lord Jesus, that he might catch

Him in a snare? We must remember 
that we are not perfect as He was, 
but, after all, He was and is our Ex- 
ample. Did He believe the devil just 
because he gave Him the scripture? 
No. He was tempted yet without sin. 
We are also tempted. The text says, 
“Beloved, believe not every spirit.” If 
we were not expecting to hear the still 
small voice of the Holy Ghost, beware, 
the devil can deceive. If you are pray- 
ing for a sign, remember the devil 
has power to show signs; but also re- 
member this, we can know the differ- 
ence between the voice of God and 
the voice of the devil. Therefore, let 
us not be confused, because God is 
not the author of confusion, but let 
us “TRY THE SPIRITS, WHETHER 
THEY ARE OF GOD.” That is exactly 
what we must do, if we want people 
to know the Holy Ghost is real. But 
if we put into action the first thing 
we think of, without knowing it is 
the Holy Ghost, we might let the 
deceiving voice of the devil make us 
believe it is, and do or say something 
that all the time seems good and right 
but may never prove to be profitable 
or edifying. But when we try the 
spirits and know we are obeying the 
Holy Ghost, we don’t have to worry 
about anyone being confused. Rather, 
they will see our good works and 
glorify our Father which is in heaven, 
because eur words have proved true. 


James 3:1, 2, “My brethren, be not 
many masters, knowing that we shall 
receive the greater condemnation. For 
in many things we offend all. If any 
man offend not in word, the same 
is a perfect man, and able also to 
bridle the whole body.” Let us re- 
member who our Master is, even Je- 
sus, and remember that we are to 
walk also as He walked. 


Galatians 6:1, “Brethren, if a man 
be overtaken in a fault, ye which are 
spiritual, restore such an one in the 
spirit of meekness; considering thy- 
self, lest thou also be tempted.” Notice 


whom He told to go. “Ye that are 
spiritual.” And how did He say go? 
In the spirit of meekness. Not in 
anger, or a rebuking spirit, or a “Will 
I tell him!” spirit, but talk kindly. 
It would be good, if we would always 
consider the GOLDEN RULE, “There- 
fore whatsoever ye would that men 
should do to you, do ye even so to 
them.” 

Galatians 5:25, 26, “If we live in 
the Spirit, let us also walk in the 
Spirit. Let us not be desirous of vain 
glory, provoking one another, envying 
one another.” 

Children of God, how can we ex- 
pect to restore a brother if we do not 
live and walk in the Spirit? THE 
Spirit doesn’t mean A spirit. If you 
go to your brother in A spirit, you 
might provoke him. “Provoke” means 
to enrage or irritate. 

James 5:9 says, “Grudge not one 
against another, brethren, lest ye be 
condemned: behold, the judge stand- 
eth before the door.” The 16th verse 
says, “Confess YOUR faults one to 
another, and pray one for another, 
that ye may be healed.” If we go 
confessing our brother’s faults in- 
stead of our own, we shall never be 
healed, for we provoke our brother. 

Matt. 7:3-5, “And why beholdest 
thou the mote that is in thy brother’s 
eye, but considerest not the beam that 
is in thine own eye? or how wilt thou 
say to thy brother, Let me pull out 
the mote out of thine eye? and, be- 
hold, a beam is in thine own eye? 
Thou hypocrite, first cast out the 
beam out of thine own eye; and then 
shalt thou see clearly to cast out the 
mote out of thy brother’s eye.” I’m 
afraid we try too often to see through 
the beam that is in our own eyes, 
and therefore injure our brother. If 
we would put in more time praying 
for our own faults to be removed, 
there would not be so much time to 
look for our brother’s faults.

HIGH LIGHTS of NAE CONVENTION 


OMAHA, Neb.—Hundreds of Evan- 
gelicals, from practically every state 
and Canada, gathered here for the 
Fifth Annual Convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Evangelicals, 
April 14-17. Scores of Christian col- 
leges and Bible institutes, seminaries, 
secondary schools, and Christian day 
schools were represented. Large re- 
ligious radio broadcasting interests 
met in executive sessions planning for 
the future. Representatives of seventy 
great mission boards outlined pro- 
grams for immediate expansion. Lead- 
ers of the widening movement to re- 
vitalize the American Sunday School 
met in daily sessions. Hundreds of 
pastors conferred over church prob- 
lems and programs. 

On April 14, the Board of Adminis- 
tration heard reports from ten com- 
missions and from six regional secre- 
taries, This board consists of sixty re- 
ligious leaders representing the great 
constituency of the National Associa- 
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tion of Evangelicals, with its 1,300,000 
active members and the more than 
3,000,000 people represented by its af- 
filiates. 

Broad policies and methods are laid 
down by the Board of Administration 
meeting three times a year. An Execu- 
tive Committee carries forward the 
program in accordance with the poli- 
cies promulgated. The NAE now num- 
bers twenty-nine denominations in 
official membership, hundreds of 
single churches, and many Christian 
organizations more or less closely af- 
filiated through commissions. It has 
eleven offices, staffed by full-time 
workers, in key cities from coast to 
coast. Ten commissions function in 
various fields of Christian service. 

Evangelism was the theme at a 
great mass meeting on Monday even- 
ing, held in Omaha Gospel Tabernacle, 
at which Dr. Harold John Ockenga, 
pastor of historic Park Street Church 
in Boston, Mass., presided. Dr. Paul 


Rees, of the First Evangelical Mission 
Covenant Church, Minneapolis, Minn., 
defined the task of the NAE in the 
field of evangelism. This was followed 
by an impassioned plea from Dr. 
Hyman J. Appelman, noted American 
evangelist, urging the return to mass 
and personal evangelism as the only 
adequate means of revival. Dr. Appel- 
man, in the midst of a city-wide cam- 
paign in Louisville, flew to Omaha to 
address the meeting. 

In the field of education, various 
conferences urged an extensive survey 
of the seminaries of America; a study 
to determine what constitutes an 
evangelical college, and what credits 
should be granted graduates of Bible 
institutes in liberal arts college 
courses; and the extension of the 
NAE clearing house for teachers and 
other employees for Christian schools. 
An exhaustive study is being made for 
the purpose of formulating an evan-

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Ye Must Be 


Born Again 


By Rev. Robert A. White 


I want to speak to you on a very im- 
portant subject, one that is, I feel, the 
most important of all subjects—Ye 
MUST BE BORN AGAIN. 


John 3:3-7, “Jesus answered and 
said unto him, Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, Except a man be born again, he 
cannot see the kingdom of God. Nico- 
demus saith unto him, How can a man 
be born when he is old? can he enter 
the second time into his mother’s 
womb, and be born? Jesus answered, 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Except 
aman be born of water and of the 
Spirit, he cannot enter into the king- 
dom of God. That which is born of the 
flesh is flesh; and that which is born 
of the Spirit is spirit. Marvel not that 
I said unto thee, YE MUST BE BORN 
AGAIN.” 

We are using the latter clause of the 
7th verse for a text, the words of Jesus 
Himself. 

First, let us notice the negative side 
of the fact. It is not turning over a 
new leaf. You can turn over all the 
leaves you want to, without the Spirit, 
and still you are not born again. Many 
people misrepresent this truth and tell 
people just to reform, without being 
born again. 

It is not signing a card. With sin in 
a man’s life, something has to be ap- 
plied to take away sin. Jesus said, “Ex- 
cept a man be born of water and of 
the Spirit.” A man may sign all the 
cards he wants to, but still he will not 
be born again. 

It is not becoming a member of a 
certain church. Jesus did not tell Nico- 
demus to go join a church. A man 
may have his name on every church 
book in town, and never have had a 
born-again experience and he will be 
lost. 

Now that is a few things BEING 
BORN AGAIN isn’t. Let us notice a few 
things it is. 

First, it is a change of heart. I grant 
you there is a great number of men 
who have the title of minister, who 
stand behind the sacred desk and try 
to explain this great truth away. They 
tell you it’s like going down the road, 
turning and starting back. I'll agree 
it is a complete change, but when a 
man’s heart is blackened with sin, and 
entangled with the cares of this life, 
something has to be applied to cut the 
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cords of sin and set the captive free. 
Thank God for a plan whereby we can 
be set free. Turning back without a 
change of heart is like a man stealing 
a bushel of corn out of another man’s 
field every night, but while on his way 
to the corn field he takes a notion 
not to go, and turns back. Something 
has to be done about the corn he has 
stolen before. Morality is all right in 
this world, but it is not a passport in- 
to the glory worid. 

Second, it is a working of the Spirit. 
Nicodemus tried to think of it as an 
earthly comparison, but Jesus said to 
him, “That which is born of the flesh 
is flesh, and that which is born of the 
Spirit is spirit.” There is a great con- 
trast in taking a notion to reform, and 
being born again. A man with a ra- 
tional mind can reform, but it takes 
a man with a backbone to repent and 
turn from all his sins, and ask God to 
forgive him of all his actual transgres- 


sions. Turning from sin is man’s part, 


but forgiving sin is out of reach of 
man and must be done by the Spirit. 
Many are turning over a new leaf and 
trying to get by without the born- 
again experience, but there are going 
to be a great many surprises at the 
judgment. 

Many profess salvation and never a 
change can you see. They still lie, 
steal, drink, curse, talk about their 
neighbor, go to worldly amusements, 
live like the devil, and yet profess to 
be Christians. Paul said, “Therefore if 
any man be in Christ, he is a new 
creature: old things are passed away;

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IVE years ago this month, a 

much smaller company than 

this came together in the 
Coronado Hotel in St. Louis to con- 
sider whether the organization of such 
a body as the National Association of 
Evangelicals would be feasible and 
possible. In the five years since, some 
of the high hopes, with which we went 
to St. Louis, have been fulfilled ex- 
ceedingly abundantly above all that 
we asked for or thought of. Some of 
the objectives which we outlined for 
ourselves then have not been ful- 
filled. All in all, tremendous progress 
has been made, for which we humbly 
thank God, and give due credit, under 
His guidance, to such leaders as Dr. 
Ockenga, Dr. Marston, Dr. J. Elwin 
Wright, and others who have given so 
liberally of their time and energies to 
this great work. 

The NAE does not as yet include 
all the evangelicals in our land, nor 
are we the first evangelicals in Chris- 
tendom. Therefore it behooves us to 
speak humbly and in an attitude of 
not thinking more highly of ourselves 
than we ought to think. There are, 
however, Bible-believing Christians 
in twenty-eight denominations offi- 
cially affiliated as denominations 
with NAE; and thousands more from 
denominations not committed as a 
whole to NAE, composing a total of 
more than a million individuals defi- 
nitely and formally associated with 
us, and representing a constituency of 
possibly three million who look to us 
for service and leadership. We believe 
we are fairly representative of that 
group within the great mass of those 
who bear the name of Christ, who 
are known as evangelicals. We do not 
claim to represent all of Christen- 
dom. We plead guilty to being a 
party in the sense in which that word 
is defined in Fraser’s Magazine for 
January, 1878, as quoted by G. R. 
Balleine in the preface to his History 
of the Evangelical Party in the 
Church of England. According to this 
definition, a party is 

A section of a larger society, united to 
carry out the object of the whole body on 
principles, and by methods peculiar to itself. 

We believe the Scripture at least 
implies the necessity for the existence 
of such a party in the professing 
church of Christ: 

There are divisions among you ... for 
there must be factions among you in order 


that those who are genuine among you may 
be recognized. (1 Cor. 11:18, 19 RSV.)

ment of faith sets forth the essential 
doctrines of the Christian faith. We 
are not ashamed to ask all who call 
themselves Christians to affirm these 
doctrines with us. For those who can- 
not, or will not, we must hold com- 
passion rather than contempt. We 
must pray for them while we oppose 
them. Though we cannot fraternize 
with them, we must evangelize them. 

The evangelical cause has come to 
a crisis. Moreover, all thoughtful men 
are aware that we live in one of hu- 
man history’s crisis hours. Many of us 
fervently hope and pray that the very 
clouds we see piling up on the hori- 
zon may soon reflect the glory of the 
second coming of Jesus Christ. This 
is our blessed hope. However, we are 
not responsible for that. God will 
bring back the King in His own good 
time. Our responsibility is to be serv- 
ing God whilst we are waiting for His 
Son from heaven. How best can 
evangelical believers serve Him these 
days? That is the question we have 
gathered in Omaha to discuss and 
find answers for during the days of 
this convention. 

I said we have come to a crisis. It 
is not the first crisis which has con- 
fronted the children of God. Some- 
one has told me the Chinese charac- 
ter for crisis is formed by setting 
down the character meaning danger 
and then writing over it the character 
meaning opportunity! Opportunity 
written over danger, that seems to me 
a sound and a Scriptural conception 
of a crisis. 

This is a dangerous world: It was 
never more so. Statesmen seem fran- 
tic in their efforts to avert the very 
real possibility that our world will be 
blown to bits. We would not mini- 


mize the dangers that threaten us. 
But do let us look at the opportuni- 
ties that lie before us. 

Being people of the Book, I am 
Sure we can see our situation more 
clearly if we place it in the light of 
the Scriptures. Allow me to take a 
text. You will find it in Daniel 11:32, 
as translated by Dr. Moffatt: 

The people who know their God 
shall be steadfast and take action. 

You will not think me presump- 
tuous if I suggest that we evangelical 
believers are numbered among “the 
people who know their God.” Let us 
see how this text applies to us, and 
how in line with its exhortation, we 
should take action henceforth. But 
first let us glance at the people of 
God who were steadfast and who 
have taken action hitherto. 

Daniel sets “The people who do 
know their God” in contrast with 
those who are deceived and cor- 
rupted by the flatteries of that “vile 
person” who is opposed to God. Dan- 
iel is himself a good example of those 
who do know their God. Daniel be- 
longs in that long, but sometimes very 
thin, line of believers which the Bible 
traces from Abel and Seth down 
through Noah to Abraham; and from 
Abraham through Moses and Joshua 
on through to all the believing “seed 
of Abraham.” As the author of the 
letter to the Hebrews says: 

Time would fail me to tell of Gedeon, and 
of Barak, and of Samson, and of Jephthae; 
of David also, and Samuel, and of the 
prophets: who through faith subdued king- 
doms, wrought righteousness, obtained 
promises, stopped the mouths of lions, 
quenched the violence of fire, escaped the 
edge of the sword, out of weakness were 
made strong, waxed valiant in fight, turned 


to flight the armies of the aliens ... were 
tortured, not accepting deliverance ... and 
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of cruel mockings and 
scourgings, yea, moreover of bonds and 
imprisonment: they were ... tempted, were 
slain with the sword; they wandered about 
in sheepskins and goatskins; being destitute, 
afflicted, tormented; (of whom the world 
was not worthy:) ... These all died in faith, 
not having received the promises, but having 
seen them afar off and ... confessed that 
they were strangers and pilgrims on the 
earth. 

Their direct descendants are all 
those who believe God, such as, for ex- 
ample, the Maccabees, whose resolute 
rebellion against Antiochus Epiph- 
anes is predicted in this very verse. 
The people who do know their God 
are those who take God at His Word. 
Believing all that His prophets have 
said, they are willing to stake their 
lives upon His promises. They will 
die before they will compromise their 
loyalty to Him. This attitude of un- 
compromising loyalty to God always 
arouses opposition and even persecu- 
tion from believers who are less en- 
thusiastic; as well as from unbelievers 
who are definitely anti-God. 


It is their conviction of the reality 
of things spiritual and eternal that 
makes the people who know their 
God invulnerable to the flatteries and 
corruptions of anti-God rulers. The 
people who know their God are living 
in the light of ultimate values. They, 
like Moses, are willing rather to suf- 
fer affliction with the people of God, 
than to enjoy the pleasures of sin for 
a season, because “they look for a city 
that hath foundations, whose builder 
and maker is God.” The presence of 
a people in their midst who despise 
the pleasures of sin for the sake of 
real satisfaction in the future always 
irritates those who prefer the present 
pleasures, because they are not will- 
ing to believe God’s promises of fu- 
ture blessedness. This gives rise to 
tension. Moreover, for one to say that 
he knows God seems to the one who 
does not know God, a presumption. 
It is like trying to describe color to a 


others had trial

blind man who has never seen color. 

Since our claim to know God is one 
of the chief characteristics of evan- 
gelicals, let us be as explicit as pos- 
sible about what it means to know 
God. The knowledge of God, from 
the evangelical viewpoint, is not only 
intellectual, it is spiritual. There are 
certain fundamental elements in the 
revelation of God which are per- 
ceived by the intellect. For example, 
man perceives God as Creator by ob- 
serving the work of His creation. The 
evangelical claims that there is noth- 
ing in his faith which is unreasonable, 
though there are elements which are 
beyond reason. In fact, these elements 
are axiomatic to reason, and there- 
fore basic to all science. 

From a certain vantage point, the con- 
cept of God is determinative for all other 
concepts; it is the Archimedian lever with 
which one can fashion an entire world view. 
(P. 171, Remaking the Modern Mind, Carl 
F. H. Henry.) 

When intellectualism is divorced 
from revealed truth, the result is 
chaos in conditions, brutality in liv- 
ing, and hopeless pessimism in out- 
look. If science be the systematized 
knowledge of the facts and laws of 
the physical world, there must be 
some determining principle by which 
the facts are to be systematized. God, 
as Creator and Author of the natural 
world, provides the integrating prin- 
ciple. If God is left out, and the uni- 
verse is thought of as merely a mech- 
anism with no personal element in it, 
the integrating principle evaporates. 

Albert Einstein recognizes. this 
need, although he tends to equate 
God with the casual order of nature, 
as Dr. Henry observes. Nevertheless 
Einstein declares: 

| believe in God, the God of Spinoza, who 
reveals Himself in the orderly harmony of 
the universe . . . | believe that intelligence 
is manifested throughout all nature .. . the 
basis of all scientific work is the conviction 
that the world is an ordered and compre- 


hensive entity, and not a thing of chance.” 
(p. 250, Remaking the Modern Mind.) 


With no such integrating principle 
as Einstein states, the various facts of 
knowledge lose their significance, and 
cease to be regarded as facts. All val- 
ues become relative to time and 
changing circumstances, and morals 
lose their meaning. The result of this 
reduces living to an attitude of “eat, 
drink and be merry, for tomorrow we 
die,” the catch being that with such 
a philosophy no one can be merry! 
But if God is taken for granted, as 
the original premise for the meaning 
of life, science assumes an exactness 
of meaning it cannot otherwise have. 
But, the people of God do not ac- 
quire their knowledge of Him 
through science or the wisdom of this 
world. In fact, they distrust that wis- 
dom, being careful, instead, that their 
faith should rest, not in the wisdom 
of men, but in the power of God. 

The people who do know their 
God testify that their knowledge of 
Him begins with a spiritual experi- 
ence with Him. In our literature, the 
word “spirit” or “spiritual” is so often 
used as pertaining to disembodied 
spirits, that the New Testament 
meaning of the word is lost sight of. 
To say that our knowledge of God is 
spiritual does not suggest that it is 
unreal. Quite the contrary. It is real 
because it is spiritual. If our knowl- 
edge ef God could be expressed only 
in terms of the physical, it would be 
unreal because it would be only tem- 
poral. The Bible bids us look away 
from the things which are seen, to 
the things which are not seen. The 
things which are seen are temporal, 
but the things which are not seen are 
eternal. The essence of reality is in 
personality. Our knowledge of God is 
a matter of personal relationship. It 
is.the human spirit coming into right 
relationship with the Divine Person 
or Spirit. This is the meaning of Je- 
sus’ great words to the woman at the 
well: 

God is Spirit, and those who worship him, 
must worship him in spirit and in truth. 

I believe LeConte is true to the 
Biblical use of this term when he says 
in Royce’s Conception of God: 

God is spirit, for spirit is essential life, and 


essential energy, and essential love, and es- 
sential thought; in a word, essential Person. 


The spiritual experience then by 
which we know God is the meeting 
of spirit with spirit: 

His spirit bearing witness with our spirit 
that we are the children of God. 

This knowledge of God which 
amounts to an assurance of oneness

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My First Chuicaca Conference 

After spending one day in Chuicaca, 
I knew why hundreds of the Guate- 
maltecos walked or rode horseback for 
days to attend the nineteenth annual 
conference of the Church of God in 
Guatemala. Hundreds walked for 
days, arriving footsore and weary, 
with sick babies on their backs, and 
many of them sick themselves from 
exposure. This place is on top ofa 
mountain in the Totonicapan District 
of Guatemala. Most of Guatemala is 
mountainous; therefore, traveling on 
foot is definitely a hardship. This 
conference, however, was attended by 
more than a thousand believers. God 
must be in an affair as this to pro- 
mote such a successful gathering. 

Everyone seemed to be prayed up, 
because the first day started with 
shouting and praising God. An after- 
noon service for the men, in charge of 
Brother Pullin, and a separate one for 
the women were scheduled. In Chui- 
caca, there are three buildings owned 
by the Church. The two largest were 
used for these two meetings. The men 
occupied one and the women the oth- 
er. Incidentally, the men had carried 
away all the benches from the chapel 
which the women were to occupy, so 
the sisters had to sit on the floor 
while the brethren, in true Guate- 
malan style, occupied the benches and 
monopolized the music. The women 
did not complain too much. They 
seemed quite comfortable, squatting 
on the floor, caring for their babies. 
Sister Pullin was in charge of this 
service. She reported in the usual 
Chuicaca way—God blessed in a mar- 
velous way. She did not like the idea 
of the men appropriating all the 
benches, since she, too, chose to stand 
rather than sit on the floor. That 
night the Holy Ghost took charge of 
the service and showers of blessings 
thrilled every believer present. 

The next morning my wife and I, 
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on the way to sunrise prayer service, 
noticed the Indians preparing for 
service. Mothers were combing and 
picking the lice from their children’s 
hair. These people have no trouble 
getting ready for church. They have 
no wardrobes from which to choose 
their clothes. They merely own one 
dress, the one they have on. So off 
to church they go in their native 
costumes, babies on their backs, bare- 
footed and unkempt, but with souls 
as valuable as those of any race. 
We arrived at prayer meeting, but 
about a hundred people had arrived 
before we did. Shouts and praises 
filled the early morning air. The peo- 
ple sleeping in the chapel were awak- 
ened and had to arise for the enjoy- 
able dawn service. About eight oclock 
breakfast was served, cafeteria style. 
For a cafeteria they used the one and 
only street and the kitchen yard. 
They sat in the dust, chatting and en- 
joying their burned coffee and black 
beans, happy to be present at the 
spiritual ‘“‘fiesta” at Chuicaca. 

The “youth rally” was scheduled for 
the second day. We had a big problem 
on our hands because every church 
Y. P. E. had an elaborate program to 
present. It would have taken days if 
we had given them the time they 
wanted. The only thing to do was to 
divide the time. That gave each 
congregation of young people five 
minutes. This really proved to be a 
bigger problem; since everyone was 
filled with enthusiasm and inspira- 
tion, and it was difficult to enforce 
our five-minute law. God _ blessed 
wonderfully. Everyone got a few words 
in, including myself, but being no ex- 
ception to the rule, my limit was also 
—five minutes! The president of our 
youth organization, my wife, was clos- 
ing the service with encouraging words 
for the young people; the power of 
God almost swept her off her feet. 
That service closed with a mighty re- 


freshing from heaven. I believe every 
Y. P. E. president and every worker 
was filled with zeal and ambition, ea- 
ger to do more for God during the 
year of 1947. 

While the youth rally was progress- 
ing, a baptisimal service was being 
held at the foot of the mountain. 
Forty-four converts were baptized by 
Don Cruz, one of our outstanding 
ministers from San Cristobal. 


Dorothy and I have been working 
hard for the past few weeks on our 
“Youth Bulletin.” Like the LIGHTED 
PATHWAY, it is for the encourage- 
ment and fellowship of our youth in 
Guatemala. Everyone was very 
pleased with the first mimeographed 
issue and made us promise to send 
them more copies. Also, we printed song 
sheets from the new Spanish song 
book which Brother Hargrave recently 
gave us. We heard these songs during 
dinner hours and all night long. When 
these people tune up their guitars 
and put all their enthusiasm into 
singing, they can scarcely be beaten. 
Our youth are on fire for God. Our 
Bible verse is 1 Timothy 2:12, “Let no 
man despise thy youth; but be thou 
an example of the believers, in word, 
in conversation, in charity, in spirit, 
in faith in purity.” It is very fitting 
for our Guatemalan youth, because 
the social and moral condition of 
these people is very low. Our ambition 
is to show these young people the way, 
the truth, and the life. 


When Sunday arrived, the third and 
last day at Chuicaca,we were dirty and 
tired but hated to see the day pass. 
Sunday morning service was to be 
spent giving workers’ reports, but the 
Holy Spirit took charge and Brother 
Furman, our overseer, gladly gave 
Him full preference. He asked how 
many wanted the Holy Ghost and a 
sea of hands was raised. The altar 
could not contain all the seekers. All 
over the building seekers fell on their 
knees in the pine straw (needles) 
praying fervently for the blessing un- 
til the entire church became one glo- 
rious altar service. It wasn’t long un- 
til prayers began to be answered and 
the Spirit began to speak through 
these humble Indians.

gelical, Christian philosophy of educa- 
tion, Bible institutes are working out 
Standards so they may be ranked ac- 
cording to scholastic attainments, li- 
brary facilities, educational prepara- 
tion of the teaching personnel, and 
the extensiveness of the course of 
study of the school. It is believed that 
an accrediting agency in this field 
should materially assist in raising the 
general standards of the growing 
number of Bible institutes in all parts 
of America. 

An increased interest in secondary 
schools under Christian leadership 
was registered at Omaha. Heads of 
elementary and secondary schools met 
to formulate a broader basis of co- 
operation. Much discussion centered 
around the establishment of Christian 
day schools. Participating delegates in 
these conferences were from coast to 
coast. An address by Rev. Mark Fak- 
kema, executive secretary of the Na- 
tional Union of Christian Schools, 
aroused much comment and discus- 
sion. Mr. Fakkema heads an organi- 
zation of over one hundred schools, 
employs more than six hundred teach- 
ers and enrolls over seventy thousand 
pupils in elementary and secondary 
school age. 

According to Mr. Fakkema, the 
sweep of paganism and materialism in 
our public school systems, the lowering 
of the standard of morality and of 
ethical teaching, and the attendant 
problems of juvenile delinquency have 
projected into the thinking of Chris- 
tian parents the necessity for schools 
which will give a secular education 
with a religious viewpoint, put God 
back into the thinking of American 
boys and girls, and encourage them in 
righteous living and scholastic en- 
deavor of a high order. 

It was revealed at Omaha that hun- 
dreds of new Christian day schools 
are being projected throughout the 
nation. The National Association of 
Evangelicals is taking steps to render 
all possible advice and organizational 
assistance to communities interested 
in this project. 

Dr. R. L. Decker, president of the 
NAE and pastor of the Temple Baptist 
Church, Kansas City, Mo., gave a 
timely message centered around 
“knowing God” and “taking action.” 
“Our claim to know God is one of the 
chief characteristics of Evangelicals,” 
Dr. Decker stated. “When intellectual- 
ism is divorced from revealed truth, 
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the result is chaos in conditions, bru- 
tality in living and hopeless pessimism 
in outlook.” 

Read entire message of Dr. Decker. 

Dr. J. Elwin Wright, executive secre- 
tary of the NAE, gavea stirring ad- 
dress on the accomplishments of the 
organization and on prospects for the 
coming year. “NAE,” he stated, “is 
winning the respect of Evangelicals 
across the nation as the excellence of 
its work and the quality of its leader- 
ship is becoming manifest to those 
who have pursued a policy of watch- 
ful waiting during these years of foun- 
dation building ... Not only is the 
Evangelical movement steadily win- 
ning its way in America, but it is 
spreading across the world. In most 
countries there are at least some pio- 
neer spirits sowing the seed of interest 
in united action. 

“T long to see NAE marching across 
the nation in a great series of mass 
gatherings which will challenge all 
Evangelicals to become an aggressive 
crusading army for the propagation 
of our common faith ... America is 
awakening to the startling realization 
that world leadership in every field of 
human relations has passed to us. 
Whether or not we like it, upon us 
rests the responsibility of attempting 
to save our crumbling civilization. 
Five-sixths of the world is bankrupt. 
Throughout the world there is disil- 
lusionment, despair, chaos, confusion, 
and the fear of the extinction of all 
human life through the terrible devel- 
opments of our scientific age. If 
civilization is to be rescued ... only a 
spiritual revival of world-wide propor- 
tions can save it ... Let us strengthen 
our hearts with His eternal promise: 
‘Fear thou not; for I am with thee: be 
not dismayed; for I am thy God: I will 
strengthen thee: yea, I will help thee; 
yea, I will uphold thee with the right 
hand of my righteousness.’ Isaiah 41: 
10.” 

“The exclusion of all reference to 
God in the deliberations of UNESCO,” 
was protested in resolutions adopted 
by the Fifth Convention of the Na- 
tional Association of Evangelicals 
here. The resolutions further “la- 
mented the fact that an avowed un- 
believer, Dr. Julian Huxley, should be 
named to head this group.” In a spirit 
of “constructive helpfulness” Evangel- 
icals at Omaha pointed out “that our 
western civilization owes its greatness 
in no small measure to the influence 
of the Holy Scriptures. It is our deep 
conviction that in this hour of grave 
crisis for the world, we can ill afford 


to ignore God, by whose mercies we 
have come to possess and enjoy those 
incomparable values belonging to our 
American way of life.” 

Three resolutions adopted with 
ringing unanimity dealt with the sep- 
aration of church and state. The or- 
ganization reiterated its belief in the 
“American principle of separation of 
church and state” and protested “any 
and all attempts to undermine it.” 

The resolutions specifically deplored 
“the recent decision of the U. S. Su- 
preme Court in the New Jersey trans- 
portation case” and urged “active re- 
sistance to all legislation which would 
provide Federal aid to private and 
parochial schools.” 

Evangelicals further renewed their 
demand made in their Convention last 
year in Minneapolis “that the U. S. 
envoy to the Vatican be recalled im- 
mediately.” 

Two other resolutions of national 
import involved a request that “the 
U. S. War and Navy departments take 
more effective steps in the elimination 
of vice conditions in training central 
areas and in the provision for the 
spiritual growth and development of 
youth in the Armed Services”; and 
impatience was expressed concerning 
“the continued strife of American la- 
bor and capital.” The solution of their 
difficulties was said to be basically 
spiritual and both parties were ad- 
monished “to discover and practice 
the will of God in their affairs.” 

Church men at Omaha further 
noted “with deep satisfaction, the 
present popular trend away from so- 
called ‘liberalism’ in the religious 
thought of our times.” They believed 
“it augurs well for an early return to 
the ‘faith of our fathers.’” 

Dr. R. L. Decker, pastor of the 
Temple Baptist Church, Kansas City, 
Mo., was re-elected president of the 
NAE. All other officers were re-elected. 
A radical change in the executive 
organization was effected by which 
the president now sustains a full-time 
relationship to the Association. Two 
assistants to the president will also be 
retained on a full-time basis, thus im- 
plementing the Association’s plan for 
more intensive promotion on a na- 
tional scale. 

Thirty-seven members of the Board 
of Administration were elected for 
one-, two- and three-year terms, 
representing thirty officially affiliated 
denominations and organizations of 
undenominational and interdenomi- 
national character. Ten commissions 
received appointment. 
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The promotion of Christian elemen- 
tary and secondary schools (Christian 
day schools) received impetus through 
action to establish a national office 
sponsored by the NAE, with a full- 
time executive secretary and a part- 
time field secretary. This work will be 
done in close cooperation with the 
National Union of Christian Schools 
with headquarters in Chicago. 

Radio activities of the organization 
will be stepped up through the auth- 
orization of an office with a full-time 
executive vice-president. 

Other important developments in 
the closing hours of the convention 
included the enlargement of the per- 
sonnel of the War Relief Commission 
and the broadening of its activities to 
furnish perpetual assistance to needy 
Evangelicals throughout the world; 
and the promotion of two or three day 
conferences on evangelism in ten 
centers of the nation from coast to 
coast, 

Mr. A, Herman Armerding, of New- 
ark, N. J., prominent industrialist, re- 
ported progress in the placing of 
Chaplain Counsellors for industry. 
During the year, thirteen men com- 
pleted courses in Wheaton College in 
preparation for this highly specialized 
work, most of whom were placed im- 
mediately in large business concerns. 
NAE Chaplain Counsellors deal with 
plant personnel in an advisory capaci- 
ty, applying Christian techniques in 
the solution of plant and _ personal 
problems. Mr. Armerding reported 
that “enthusiasm is being manifested 
by many company managers and own- 
ers.” 

Grand Rapids, Mich, was promi- 
nently mentioned as the next year’s 
convention city, but final action was 
referred to the Board of Administra- 
tion, who later accepted Grand 
Rapids, Mich., for the 1948 convention.

with Him in one’s innermost being is 
what Jesus defined as Eternal Life. 


This is life eternal, that they might know 
thee, the only true God, and Jesus Christ 
whom he has sent. (John 17:3). ; 

As people who do know their God, 


evangelicals have a passion that 
others should thus know Him also. 
They are keenly aware that one may 
be religious without being regenerate. 
Therefore their message is that of the 
Lord Jesus to Nicodemus: “Ye must 
be born again.” Organized Chris- 
tiaiicy nas not aiways nor everywhere 
emphasized this fundamental truth. 
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As Dr. Latourette observes in his 
monumental History of the Expan- 
sion of Christianity: 

“The processes by which Christianity 
spread, were not uniform. Much was through 
the conversion of entire groups. This was the 
usual way, in which religion had _ spread. 
Much was also through the conversion of 
individuals. Probably the latter was more 
prominent in the  first,,second and in the 
19th and 20th centuries than -in the inter- 
vening 1600 years. A large proportion of 
the expansion was with assistance from 
princes and the state. In more than one in- 
stance a King used the church to extend or 
consolidate his power over nobles or rival 
chiefs. In the 16th, 17th, and 18th cen- 
turies most of the expansion of Christianity 
was under the direction and by the financial 
support of the absolute monarchies, and 
the almost equally absolute chartered com- 
mercial companies of that era. The Spanish, 
Portuguese, and Russian monarchies and the 
Dutch East India Company are the outstand- 
ing examples. Had it been only by these 
means that Christianity spread, very little 
vigor could have been anticipated in the re- 
sulting churches. Initiative by princes, mass 
compliance, and the direction of the state 
were alien to the genius of the faith.’’ (pp. 
487, 488, Vol. VII.) 


The fact that for 1600 years Chris-. 


tianity was spread by the use of politi- 
cal and economic pressure upon 
whole communities, rather than by 
the persuasion of individuals, made 
it inevitable that millions should be 
known as Christians who did not in 
any sense know God through Jesus 
Christ as Saviour and Lord. In many 
sections of Europe even the Reforma- 
tion did not change this situation, in 
spite of the fact that the leaders of 
the Reformation were men who did 
know their God in the evangelical 
sense. Even in the communities which 
were thoroughly evangelized in one 
generation, there was a tendency for 
the second and third generations to 
be believers “by the hearing of the 
ear” only, rather than by a face to 
face experience with God. But in 
every age the real advance of Chris- 
tianity was dependent upon those in- 
dividuals, Catholic or Protestant, who 
had given themselves utterly to God. 
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In fact, the only Christianity which 
has survival power is that which em- 
bodies at its center a vital, personal 
faith. Dr. Latourette bears witness to 
this: 


“Although it had been modified by each 
new age and culture into which it had 
moved, the Christianity which had shown 
sufficient vigor to propagate itself, always 
held to the uniqueness of Jesus Christ, and 
had insisted that through Him God had 
supremely revealed Himself and had wrought 
for the redemption and transformation of 
man. Types of Christianity which had failed 
to stress the centrality of Jesus as God’s 
Christ had not shown the power to produce 
themselves through many centuries. The 
continuing vitality of Christianity was in- 
timately bound with this conviction. So far 
as the historian could be sure of anything 
about the future of Christianity it was this: 
if the Christian faith triumphed, it would be 
through uncompromising loyalty to Him 
through whom it had come to birth, and who 
in all its ages had been the acknowledged 
master of its most flaming spirit. As the 
most discerning of the disciples of its first 
century had seen: ‘In Him was life, and the 
life was the life of men.’ In the first century 
that had been an assertion of faith. By the 
20th century experience had made it demon- 
strated fact.’’ (Vol. VII, p. 482.) 

Moreover, the individuals by whom 
Christianity is extended, are those 
who may be described as “The reople 
who do know their God.” Dr. La- 
tourette refers to them in the follow- 
ing terms: 

“In Christianity was a vigor which im- 
pelled some of its choicest and most under- 
standing exponents to go forth as mission- 
aries, and proclaim their faith by word and 
deed. The overwhelming majority of mis- 
sionaries were from the minority who had 
committed themselves fully to Christ. Among 
Roman Catholics, Anglo-Catholics and the 
Eastern churches, they were usually members 
of monastic orders, and congregations, or of 
societies which in their spirit were of mo- 
nastic tradition. Although Protestants dis- 
avowed monasticism, most of their mission- 
aries were those who had consecrated them- 
selves completely as had the others, to what 
they believed to be the requirements of 
their faith. The Christian ideal was such 
that few, if any, fully attained it, but the 
missionaries were from those who had de- 
termined to give themselves to it. Here was 
a factor present in the expansion of Chris- 
tianity on all! its geographic and cultural 
frontiers.’ (Vol. VII, pp. 485, 486.)

1 John 3:18, “My little children, let 
us not love in word, neither in tongue; 
but in deed and in truth.” Rom. 14:4, 
“Who art thou that judgest another 
man’s servant? to his own master he 
standeth or falleth. Yea, he shall be 
holden up: for God is able to make 
him stand.” I believe if we would 
put our brother in the hands of the 
Lord, instead of trying to handle him 
ourselves, we and also our brother 
would get along better. Verse 16 says, 
“Let not then your good be evil spoken 
of.”

and we will be a stumbling block. 
God forbid; but let us pray for our- 
selves, and earnestly contend for 
faith. And don’t think God will be 
angry with you if you are slow to 
move. He had rather you would be 
sure it is the Holy Ghost directing 
you, than for you to believe every 
spirit. If we had enough of the Spirit 
of God in us, the devil wouldn’t have 
as good a chance to deceive us, and 
we could prove what is that GOOD 
and ACCEPTABLE and PERFECT 
WILL OF GOD.

with their eyes closed, in perfect har- 
mony. It is real. An Indian certainly 
does not perform a worldly dance 
with his face lit up, his eyes closed, 
tears streaming down his face, shout- 
ing in the midst of so many people 
without crashing into someone. I wish 
I could describe the blessings that 
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were poured out at Chuicaca. I felt 
them, too. It was joy unspeakable. 

The next morning, astride horses 
and on foot, we started for our homes. 
On the mountain top, we left the be- 
lievers with their hands raised, sing- 
ing and bidding us farewell until next 
year. They are planning to build a 
larger assembly hall. The one they 
have is not large enough. Perhaps 
next year, for the twentieth anni- 
versary of the Chuicaca conference, 
which may well be called “Pentecost 
in Guatemala,” we may have a new 
building.
